in about two or three weeks after 
you put the plants out, After 
about thirty or forty days, you 
should put out a fresh application 
of soda and this time you should 
put about as much as you would 
around well fertilized corn, If this 
is done and the patch is well 
worked you will be sure to grow 
more cabbage than you can use, 
It is mighty easy to grow a fine 
cabbage. The secret is in getting 
au healthy plant and feeding it on 
good fertilizer. A small amount 
of commercial fertilizer will help 
all these crops, but it is not nec- 
essary to their growth. 

Onions might come next and I 
like to see some nice onions in 
every garden, An onion needs 
commercial fertilizer but your cow 
lot fertilizer helps out more than 
a little. Plant them in three foot 
rows and put the plants about one 
foot apart, Work them fast and 
be sure to plant the variety you 
like best. 

Early dent corn is about the 
best thing to grow in the garden 
and it should be planted on the 
14th. Be sure to get early yellow 
dent corn and plant it freely. Use 
your horse lot fertilizer by putting 
it in piles about four feet apart 
in three foot rows. This lot fer- 
tilizer should be fresh and the 
more litter the better. Pile the 
fertilizer up in a heap and drop 
your corn by the fertilizer, Place 
one grain on each side of the pile 
of fertilizer and the heat from 
the fertilizer will warm up the 
ground so the corn will grow off 
rapidly, As soon as it is up, put 
a pinch of soda by each stalk and 
in 80 days put the regular appli- 
cation. Then get the corn,

said, “and IT have a Pennsylvania 
diploma, For the last four years 
I've put in all my experience and 
earnings in developing a new type 
airplane motor, My first experti- 
ment was a failure, The second | 
was not so good, and now I have 
the third, which has been patent- 
ed,” 


Borneo was born in Monterrey, 


Mexico, of American parents, He 
has lived mostly in the United 
States, and has raced there, in Cuba } 
and in Mexico, He's now back in 
Mexico City, interested in pushing 
his new project, 


The motor sounds like a marine 


motor, Borneo said that it is sim- 
plicity itself, listing among its ad- 
vantages the following: 


“It can be manufactured as a 


Deisel motor, or as an ordinary mo- 
tor. It has one-fourth of the number 
of parts of any other motor; with 
one spark plug it makes four explo- 
sions per revolution, It has no 
gears, no connecting rods, no 
valves, no crankshaft, and no gas- 
ket, and is therefore lighter than an 
ordinary motor. It has more torque 
than any other motor built. 


“It is speedy, economical in orig- 


{nal cost and upkeep. It can be 
made in series, with several motors 
right together. A motor can be cut 
on or off at will from the others in 
the series, 


Borneo believes that eventually

More than 15,000 persons, they 
said, will have a part in carrying 
cut provisions of the measure, 
which the senate passed late yes- 
terduy and sent to the White 
House. These persons include more 
than 8,000 employes of the agri- 
cultural adjustment administra- 
tion, and the iaembers of some 
2,950 state and county committees, 

Two republican senators Cup- 
per of Kansas and Frazier of 
North Dakota— joined with 53 
democrats and Norris (Ind.), 
Nebraska, in approving the meas- 
ure. The 81 votes cast against 
it came from 17 democrats, 11 re- 
publicans, two farmer - laborites 
and Senator LaFollette (Prog.), 
Wisconsin, 

“This is the best farm bill that 
has ever been enacted by the con- 
gress to deal with a great problem 
oi American life,” said Democratic 
Leader Barkley of Kentucky. 

Republilan Leader McNary of 
Oregon, on the other hand, com- 
mented; ‘This bill does only one 
new thing for farmers, It puts 
new restrictions upon them and 
blankets them with compulsion, It 
will make every farmer a vassal of 
the secretary of agriculthre.”’ 

The measure, written by a 3en- 
ate-house committee from separate 
bills passed in December by the 
two chambers, establishes a sys- 
tem under which the agriculture 
secretary, working with farmer 
committeemen, may prescribe limi- 
tations on the quantity of wheat, 
corn, cotton, rice and tobacco 
grown or marketed, 

In general, it involves adjust- 
ment, of production according to 
estimates of supply and demand. 
When supplies are deemed too 
high, two-thirds of the farmers 
voting in referendum can impose 
marketing restrictions on all farm- 
ers. Penalties are provided for 
non-observance, 

The new program will be made 
to fit in with revisions put into the 
soil conservation program last Sep- 
tember. Soil conservation benefits 
will continue for minor crops, and 
the cost of the joint program must 
be held to “available funds’’— 
which have been averaging about 
$500,000,000 yearly. 

Because of the nearness of the 
crop planting season in the South, 
first endeavors under the new leg- 
islation will deal with cotton and 
flue-cured tobacco—the only two | 
major crops now burdened with | 
excessive supplies. Not until Au- 
gust, officials said, will it be pos- 
sible to determine whether mar- 
keting quotas are to be imposed 
on corn. Acreage allotments, now- 
ever, will be made as soon as pos- 
sible. The measure provides that 
marketing quotas shall not be ap- 
plied to wheat and rice this season. 

The bill requires that the cotton 
auotas be ordered within 10 days 
and the tobacco quotas within 15 
days after the president signs the 
legislation. 

Establishment of the quotas, 
which would fix the amount indi- 
vidual growers could market free 
of penalties, would be followed by 
referenda to determine whether 
the affected growers approved 
them, The measure requires that 
the cotton referendum be held 
within 30 days and the tobacco 
referendum within 45 days after 
final enactment, If approved, al- 
lotment of acreage goals to the 
states, counties and _ individual 
growers would follow. 

Under marketing quotas, each 
cotton grower would be limited to 
sale of that commodity actually 
produced on his acreage allotment, 
unless he paid a penalty tax of two 
cents a pound this year.

They were together in 
Europe during the peace negotia- 


tions, After Wilson became ill, it 
was left to Grayson and the sec- 
ond Mrs, Wilson to decide what 


matters of state should be pre- 


sented to the president, 


It was Grayson who stood on 
the steps of Wilson's S street home 
in 1924 to announce the death of 


the former chief executive, A year 


later, the admiral left the nevy 


to practice medicine privately in 
the capital, 


Franklin D, Roosevelt asked him 
to take charge of his inauguration 
in 1933, and called on him to per- 


form the same task in 1937, The 
men had become acquainted while
